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A NEW POEM OF PROPELLER. 



Dr. Collins Browne, well known in 
England as tho originator of tho boak- 
prowed ship, which presents Home 
groat advantages, has lately introduced 
a four bladeil screw propeller, which 
is essentially peculiar. In appeaiance 
the propeller is rather paradoxical, lor 
it resembles two double-Waded screws 
oil one shaft, one screw being the ex- 
act revorso of the other. Henco it 
might bo argued that one screw would 
neutralize the other, and all the power 
applied to effect tho rotation of the 
propeller would bo thrown away. But 
closer attention shows that tho effect 
must needs be otherwise. When tho 
propeller vibrates, each of four plates 
is dming, two with their faces, two 
with their backs, those latter receiving 
tho water thrown from tho foremost 
pair. Thoro is a powerful grip in tho 
■water, and at the same time the actiou 
is smooth, steady, silent nevor thrash- 
ing or producing ventilation. Tho 
water is, as it were wormed through 
the screw in a uniform thread, one 
continuous stream lining thrown aside 
from the center of the propeller in a 
direct axial line. Tho power of tho 
propeller is indicated by the quickness 
with which it s'tops a vessel when the 
motion of tho screw is reversed. A 
steamship of 1,012 tons, fitted with 
one of these screws,twelve feet in dia- 
meter, when steaming at about ten 
knots an hoar.was stopped in her own 
length on the motion of tho screw 
being reversed. The English Admir- 
alty are now experimenting with this 
>eculiar propeller, which iB likely to 
>e of great public utility.— "Ex- 
change." 

Best Animal Food. — In a recent 
■work on different foods, physiologic- 
ally considered.the author arguos that 
the best animal food iB the ilesh of tho 
sheep, and the best vegetable food 
that of or from wheat. The variety and 
proportion of the ingredients in a 
pound of wheaten Hour furnish fair 
evidence of the value of this grain as a 
general aliment: 'Wo-tor, 2 ounces, 10(5 
grains; gluten, 2 ounces, 21 grains; 
albumen, 126 grains; fat, 84 grains 
fiber, 119 grains; ashes (salts), 112 
' grains. Ingredients such as these, in 
the proportions peculiar to wheat, are 
admirably adapted to maintain tho 
human body in health and vigor. 

Territory of Pembina. — Tho Senate 
Coinmitteo on Territories has agreed 
to report a bill to establish tho Terri- 
tory of Pembina, tho proposed new 
Territory to consist of the portion of 
the present Territory of Dakota which 
lies worth of the 40th parallel. The 
Legislature of Dakota has soveral 
times memorialized Congress to divide 
it in this way, for tho reason that tho 
inhabitants of tho Pembina region, in 
order to transact business with tho of- 
ficers and courts at tho capital, Yank- 
ton, are compelled to travel, by the 
nearest practicable route, a distance 
of from 1,000 to 1,500 miles. If the 
now Territory is established, Dakota 
will be loft with a larger population 
than it contained at tho timo of its or- 
ganization. 

Mr. A. T. Stewart, tho Irish-Ameri- 
can niillionairo, has loft to tho Lux- 
embourg Gallery, at Paris, tho famous 
picturo by Meissomer, "1807," which 
ho bought last year for three hundred 
thousand francs. By the way, a fray- 
ed and faded bill on yellow papor used 
to bo exhibited in tho bar of an hostel- 
ry near tho Giant's Causeway, which 
bill notified that Sandy Steward was 
indebted in tho sum of ten shillings 
for whiskey and tobacco. Mr. A. Ti 
Stewart offered £10 for it, but tho 
landlord preferred to keep it as a his- 
torical souvenir. — "Tho World."

An Ounco of Prevention 
Worth a Pound ot Cure. 

On a certain day, leas than a year 
ago, persons present in a Courtroom at 
Cariboo were witnesses of a scono 
of an extraordinary and affecting obav- 
acter. Two women of the class known 
to the world as "uufortuuato" wore ar- 
ranged before tbe Judgo to answer to 
an indictment that charged thorn with 
being common bawds and disorderlies. 
Both women were young. One showed 
traces of early culture and careful 
training. She hold in her arms a 
prattling infant, the only unconcerned 
spectator of a drama that was to end 
in tho incarceration of her mother in 
a felon's coll for a long term. Tho 
Courtroom was crowded with an eager 
and expectant crowd, and when tho 
miserable women pleaded guilty to the 
accusation a deathlike stillness camo 
over tho room. The learned Judgo 
immediately proceeded to pass sen- 
tonco. In forcible terms ho pointed 
out the enormity of tho offence against 
Society; and alluded in affecting words 
to that period in their lives when a 
bright and honorable futuro seemed to 
lie beforo them. Tho women sobbed 
hysterically, and strong men who had 
long been strangers to tho finer emo- 
tions found their eyes suffused. The 
Judgo broke down; but he sentenced 
tho culprits to one year's imprisonment 
notwithstanding his emotion. Alexan- 
der wept because there were no more 
worlds to concpior. Surely tho learn- 
ed Judge did not cry bocauso thero 
wore no moro "unfortunate" women 
to sontence ? 

Tho lav/ is a deterrent. It is never 
vindictive. Men and women are sen- 
tenced to penal sorvitude ("slavery" 
the Lord Chief Justice of England 
calls it iu his later seutonces)that their 
fate may stand as beacons to warn 
others off the shoals of vice. In tho 
case of these women the Judgo said tho 
sentence would bo a "solemn exam- 
ple," and that other "unfortunates" 
who folt impelled to follow in their 
footsteps might bo deterred, and might 
hereaftor lead proper lives. The "sol- 
emn example" has been before the 
country for a year, noarly. Has it 
wrought a change iu the moral atmos- 
phere of the Province ? Has it lessen- 
ed the number of "whited sepulchres" 
or houses of sin '! Let tho polico re- 
cords answer. Within the past year 
the number of suvh places has steadily 
increased iu Victoria, and the very- 
town in which tho "example" was set 
up as a beacon has not improved iu 
that respect. Before tho sentence 
Vice hid its head in the backslums, 
and those wishing to worship at its 
ahrino must needs search for it. Now 
the case is reveised. Vice pursues 
Virtue. It no longer huddles in the 
by-streets, but Haunts through the 
principal thoroughfares; stares Puri- 
ty and Innocence out of counte- 
nance, and pursues its traffic beneath 
the shadows of the churches. The 
Polico Judge has said that youths of 
tender ago are drawn into these dens; 
and we know that the physicians' books 
can reveal a sail tale of tho wasted 
constitutions and wrecked lives of 
mere children who have fallen victims 
to the wiles of the depraved. Some- 
thing must bo done to make the 
chances of contamination of tho young 
who are growing up around us as re- 
mote as possible. Parents, clergymen, 
judges, editors, policemen, all havo a 
duty loo Ion- neglected to perform. 
"Solemn examples," where tho few 
only are punished and the many al- 
lowed to go scot-free are nothing more 
nor less than judicial outrages on the 
weak; nor do wo boliovo it possible 
to entirely eradicate' the evil known as 
prostitution. But it may bo coiilincd 
to very narrow limits indeed, so that 
eye and ear shall not be offended by 
its appearance on every street-corner, 
and the "nod or wink" shall not bo 
employed to luro to their destruction 
tho budding manhood of tlio Province.

Tho first articlo '■How treaty-making 
unmado Canada," shows hosv by one troa- 
ty or another, chiefly between 1814 and 
1871— shall wo say by the good-natured 
quasi indifference of England nud — let us 
ho term it— the astute persistence of 
America — Canada has been shorn of the 
larger proportions sho might, had Brit- 
ain been more ia earnest, have fallen heir 
to, as well on the Atlautio as on tho Paci- 
fic Tho writer, who has made himself 
master of tho subject, touches on tho San 
Juan difficulty of 1850, and the Han Juan 
settlement of 1871, one of tho most prom- 
inent of tho fow instances in which arbi- 
tration has decidod international ques- 
tions of boundary. Allhoro must unito 
heartily in tho concluding appeal, which 
we extract: "Let. Great britaiu take her 
fair share in tho cost of an undertaking of 
equal value to her and to ua [the Pacific 
Railway land thus compensate New Bruns- 
wick, and British Columbia and our far 
woatern territories for s.iciiiices made in 
tho past, and encourage this Dominion, 
when colled upon, to make still greater 
1 Baoriiices iu return." 

''Bcionco and Religion" are ably treated 
by John Watson. Soma of Tyndall's 
half-cousidored utterances are called in 
question by Mr. Watson in a solemn and 
fitting spirit, and yet with duo regard to 
"tho apt and beautiful words" in which 
"Professor Tyndall spunks of tho humility 
and awe that a contemplation of tho uni- 
verse orokos: and those emotious ho feels 
because his whola naturo is responsive to 
Him who is infinitely iutolligout aud un- 
changeably good." 

We commend to our readers tho articlo 
"Three Generations," by tho well known

, doubts, which, it is vain to deny, at pre- 
sent rest in heavy clouds upon human 
speculation, thoro seems to bo enough, 
apart from Revelation, to make a man ro- 
■ fleet seriously before ho finally determines 
■ to act on tho belief that there is no hero- 
after, and that if he can only prosper and 
aeoure tho good opinion of men, which 
vory often waits on mere prosperity, in 
this life, he need not fear any consequen- 
ces in the life to come." 

The article on "Current Events" is as 
nsnal first-rate, and morits attentive peru- 
sal by thinking men in our midst.

Editor Colonist: — In your issuo of 
yostorday a letter appeared signod by R. 
B. MoMieking iu which I am alluded to 
in a personal manner. 

I am afraid that the correspondent re- 
ferred to is mistaken in many points. 

Mr. McMioking says: "Would that I 
could say as much for tho senior partner 
in the local agency — tho person who, bet- 
ter than all other employes of the com- 
pany, understood my position at that time 
and whoso duty I assume it was to havo 
seen that patrons received civility, justioo 
and proper attention. He was the gentle- 
man from whom I purchased the ticket 
and secured stateroom "J," which room 
be should have been assured was ready 
fo.r mo at the time tho shi|> was advertised 
to sail, and in whose presence, on board 
tho steamship, I was, on making applica- 
tion for tho berth previously engaged, ad- 
dressed by the purser in a bullying, coer- 
civo manner. Did the agent speak or act 
iu my behalf? Did he assert my claim 
or deprecate the ungentlomanly attitude 
assumed by the purser? Though usually 
communicative he was on this occasion 
mute as the harp of history without visi- 
ble evidence of concern." 

With reference to the above f may say 
that I am always anxious that passengers 
and others should be treated with every 
courtesy and consideration; but ou the 
occasion referred to 1 had not tho remot- 
est idea that [was treating Mr. McMicking 
with the indifference. Tho circumstances 
of tho case were simply these: Mr. Mc- 
Micking purchased a ticket at our office 
for his family and room lettered J. was 
set apart for him on tho passenger list. 
When ho came on board the steamer just 
prior to sailing I was iu tho act of settl- 
ing up with tho purser nnd, as usual on 
tush occasions, wo were very busy, being 
anxious not to dotain the ship. While 
this was going on Mr. McMioking came 
to the Purser's door and reported that 
his room (letter J.) was occupied by some 
ono else ; and he wished the Purser to 
havo tho matter rectified and seo that ho 
got some room for his family. Tho Pur- 
ser referred to tho berth-list which came 
from our office and found that room J. 
belonged to the Victoria list and that a 
party from tho Sound hud beon girgn. that 
room by mistake. Ho further said that 
tho party referred to was sick and he 
would not recommend Mr. ."McMicking to 
tako tho room, but that he would "fix" 
him all right and give him a hotter room 
as soon as he had finished settling up ac- 
counts with tho Agent (myself ) . Mr. 
McMicking then left tho room, saying it 
was all right, but shortly returned and 
wished to ha"0 tho matter arranged at 
once, as ho was going on shore and wish- 
od to seo his family settled before tho 
ship left. The Purser said ho would bo 
through with mo iu a minute or two and 
then settlo tho matter. Mr. McMicking 
saw Mr. Tibbals outside on deck and went 
with him to Captain Morso, informing 
him of the circumstances of the ease. 
The Captain then came to the Purser's 
otlico and made some enquiries about tho 
room. Tho Purser explained, and added 
that as he was through with the Agent 
now ho would attend to Mr. McMiekinf. 
The Purser then took his keys and fur- 
nished Mr. McMicking's family a firs - :- 
ola.-s room on tho upper dock. As to the 
"bullying" language complained of I 
cannot say that I hoard it, or f feel' it 
would havo been my duty to havo inter- 
fered at once. I was very busy at tho 
time and did not pay much attention to 
what was going on. In conclusion, after 
this matter was settled, I pointed out to 
the Purser in his room tho great incon- 
venience and trouble which would In- 
caused if tho rules in regard to the allot- 
ment of rooms wore not strictly carried 
out, aud warned him not to let it occur 
again. 

I believo that this is the lirst time that 
I have ever been accused of encouraging 
or tolerating ungentlomanly and bullying 
language, on the part of officials of any 
company 1 havo represented, towards the 
public. 

Undor tho circumstances I think that 
Mr. McMicking's observations with re- 
gard to myself wero quite uncalled for.

EASTERN STATES. 
New York June 12.— Tho'TribuneV 
Washington dispatches, speaking of 
Blaine's illness says that if ho had uot 
beon a man of correct habits it is pos- 
sible that tho attack might have killed 
him; but. no man of public life has tak- 
en better care of himself than Blaine, 
never using liquor or tobacco in any 
shape and ho rarely drinks a glass of 
wine at dinner;he eats simple food and 
sleeps regularly and long. He has for 
thirty years come as near obeying nat- 
ure's laws as it is given for mau to un- 
derstand them and at forty-six, his 
present ago, ho is counted as hand- 
some, physically, as any other man in 
public life, Tho 'World's' editorial 
ou Jilaiuo's illness says it sheds dis- 
may to-night on tho moral atmosphoro 
of our politics that suspicion should 
have gained a voice that bis illness is 
a ruso for political purposes on tho 
ex-speaker'a part iu this, his laat.dram- 
atic campaign. "We soo nothing what- 
ever to warrant such suspicion in tho 
story as it reaches us and record it 
with feelings of shame to our country 
that it should havo beon put in words. 

New York, June 12. — Tho "Timos" 
Washington special says that Blaine 
yesterday received a letter informing 
him that his friend E. Rookwood Hoar, 
who has been one of his warmest support- 
ers, had decided to opposo his nomin- 
ation for president. This seemed to 
aanoy him considerably and during 
the morning he frequently alluded to 
Hoar's disaffection. 

CnfouiNATi.June 111. —Blaine's friends 
to-day count 300 on the first ballot 
suro, regardless of Pennsylvania, which 
it is now understood gives him a unit- 
ed voto on the second ballot. 

New York will cast 20 votes against 
Conkling on the second or third bal- 
lot, giving him all but two on the first 
ballot. Hayes is morally certain to be 
nominated for Vice President, with 
Blaine j Bristow may get ono hundred 
votes at first with no promise of grow- 
ing. Theodore M. Pomeroy of Now 
York is settled for temporary Chair- 
man. Pomeroy will probably bo Now 
York's Republican nominee for Gov- 
ernor this fall. 

Washington, June 13.— About eight 
o'clock this evening Blaine called for 
paper and pen and without aid wrote 
tho following message to bo telegraph- 
ed to Congressman Halo at Cincinnati : 
"To Eugono Halo, Cincinnati; — I 
am entirely convalescent; suffering 
only from physical woakuoss. Impress 
upon my friends tho great dobt of 
gratitude I feel for tho steadfastness 
with which thoy havo adhered to mo 
in my hour of trial. 

(Signod) J. E. Blaine." 

Tho foi 'egoing dispatch was written 
by Blaino at his own suggestion and 
in his usual bold and distinct hand- 
writing, showing no trace of weakness 
or hesitation. Congressman Wallace 
of Virginia received tho following tel- 
egram at three this afternoon from 
hon. H. W. Blair at Cinoinuati: Penn- 
sylvania solid for Blaino on lirst or so- 
cond bidlot. His nomination most 
probable. 

Cincinnati, Juno 13.— Littlo or no- 
thing has occurred in tho condition of 
affairs since tho forenoon except that 
Bristow's strength has increased somo- 
what. Tho highest claim for him is 
under 200 unless Blaine's forces 
should break. Thoro is littlo enthu- 
siasm for any candidate save Blaino, 
whoso friends adhere with remarka- 
ble fidelity. 



EUROPE. 
Lonuon, Juno 18. —Ono of the pas- 
sengers on the steamship Memphis 
from New Orleans is Jell' Davis. 

Tho 'Standard' this morning in an 
editorial on the Winslow correspond- 
ence says, "tho papers in tho case 
presented to Parliament do not se- 
riously alter our previous opinion that 
Secretary Fish is technically right re- 
garding the terms of tho treaty, though 
on this point wo foel much less confi- 
dent as to tho meaning of tho act of 
1870; but wo aro inclined to think 
that while tho Secretary is technically 
right ho is substantially wrong. Tho 
article concludes as follows: "Tho 
government has no desire to shelter 
Wmslow or any other American crim- 
inal, but it cannot depart from tho 
position it has reluctantly taken and 
wo must hope, therefore, that this 
government will soon find itself iu a 
position to assent to an interpretation 
of the present treaty or tho conclusion 
of a now ono which will insure the ob- 
ject tho two governments havo j n 
view. 

London, Juno 14.- The report of 
tho Royal Commission on the fugi- 
tive slave question arising from tho 
Admiralty circulars has boon present- 
ed to Parliament. It recommends 
that while commanders of men-of-war 
should abstain from active interfer- 
ence with slavery in countries it is a 
legal institution, yet thoy should not 
be altogether prohibited from exercis- 
ing discretion as to retaining fugitive 
slaves on board British vessels. ° T he 
enactment of strict rules is inexpedient 
and their observance would bo impos- 
sible, because in a variety of cases the 
officers should bo free to consider 
what cause would bo most beneficial 
for tho interest of tho slave and should 
not compel him to quit the ship.
